NO SECTARIAN APPROPRIATIONS. 


Side by side with the currency 


question in the nest Presidential 
election •will be the issue of a divis- 
ion of the public school funds. So 
far as tro have been able to see the 
Republican party has not made, nor 
does not intend to make, war upon 
the Catholic Church. It holds, what 
maor intelligent Catholics hold, that 
the Roman Catholic Church has no 
right to appropriate oue dollar of the 
public school funds for the support 
of sectarian schools. It maintains 
the same doctrine toward all sects 
and creeds. The Roman Church has 
been the only one that claimed a di- 
vision of the school funds. 
Oppo- 


sition to this claim has brought 
about the issue between the Ultra- 
montane branch 
of the Catholic 


Church and tho Republican party. 
The Church has allied itself with the 
Democratic party to carry its point, 
and thus control a portion of the 
school money. The Republicans are 
a unit against the policy and the alli- 
ance. Like Grant, we are unalterably 
opposed to 31 of the public school 
money being donated away from its 
legitimate purposes. 
Our public 


schools are oar pride. Let all honest 
men cry down any move calculated 
to work to their detriment. No sec- 
tarian influence should be permitted 
to interfere with the cause of educa- 
tion. It must not be. 


V. S. SUPREME COURT. 


The Supreme Court of the United 


States met in regular session Mon- 
day. Some very important coses will 
come up for decision at tuo present 
term, one of which will be the ad- 
judication of the Wisconsin, Illinois 
and Minnesota railroad case, rising 
out of the railroads contesting the 
constitutional right of State to regu- 
late the rates of passenger and freight 
charges. 


The Wisconsin cases differ from 


those of other States, from the fact 
that the Constitution of that State 
contains a clause reserving the right 
now. In the Constitutions of the 
other States the right is only im- 
plied. 


The case in which the constitution- 


ality of the enforcement law in the 
South was involved were elaborately 
argued at the Spring term of the 
Court; but the cases were sent over 
to this term. A decision is promised 
at an early day in the present session. 


Another interesting case is where 


the constitutionality of the recent 
Acts passed 
by 
the 
California 


Legislature, forbidding the emigra- 
tion of Chinese women into that State 
on the ground of alleged lewdness, is 
brought into question. It is claimed 
that no State can have the right to 
question the morals of immigrants 
into this country.

The drisit of Lieutenant General 


Sheridan to Virginia City, has been 
postponed until next Monday.
